There was certainly enough to be 
seen there to make an impression upon me. 1 
saw McCoy, a notorious man, flogged for his 
crimes. He had one day seized a g^uard by the 
beard and shoved him backward over a high 
verandah. Although for this great ofiEence Mc-

Since the 
time I had ran away from home I had not even 
sent them a scratch of a pen, so they knew not 
whether I was dead or alive," 

After wandering about in various parts of the 
British Isles, Jim found himself again in the 
South of England.

By 
this time a second boat had put out from the 
man-o'-war and gave chase. A third man 
reached after Jim and tumbled into the ocean a 
second after. A fourth collared Jim. He, too, 
joined the company in the sea. The situation 
was most aggravating and desperate, and a 
sailor ended it by stunning the culprit with a 
blow from an oar. His insensible body was 
taken back to the ship, where he was put in 
irons, and afterwards placed for fifty-six days 

in the penitentiary, in the absence of a 

naval prison, for safe custody. 

When this term of confinement was completed 
the ship's officer sent for Jim, and .gave him a 
good lecture, for which he only received insol- 
ence. Jim was then taken aboard the flagship to 
be tried, where he was sentenced to be placed in 
irons to be sent, in due time, to a guardship, 
then near South America. However, througli 
an unforeseen circumstance, Jim was allowed to 
go on shore and witness a football match, being 
given a pretty broad hint that his services were 
no longer required.

Commander Booth-'Tudcer, on Ws visit to 
England, gave out the following information 
respecting his commancl to a Daily News re- 
porter: , ■ ■ _ 

" Seven years ago we had 700 institutions in 
America; now we have 900. Seven years ago 
we had 2,000 officers ; tiow we have 3,2&). 
Seven years ago we were sheltering nightly 600 
persons; now we are sheltering hgfi: io,(X)0 
persons in our institutions for the poor, _ Dur- 
ing the same .period we w«re distributing in 
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relief for the poor $20,000 a ye?ir; now wc arc 
spending ^00,000." 

Asked as to the social conditions in bigr Amer- . 
ican cities as compared with thoseof England, 
Commander Booth-Tucker said: 

" I think the condition is better there than 
here. Suppose you place, as is generally ac- 
corded, the submerged tenth at ten per cent, 
here, I should not place it there at more than 
five per cent. That comes to about 4,000,000. 
The tendency is much the same in their big cities 
as in our own in regard to the extreme conges- 
tion of population. Thev had, for instance, 
i,ooo,coo immigrants landed during the last 
twelve months. While there was abundant room 
for them in the country districts, in the cities 
there was not ; but they settled almost entirely 
in the cities. For instance, there was one tene- 
ment which will just illustrate that point. In 
each division there were three rooms per family 
for sixteen families. As a matter of fact there 
were foity-six families ; and when the inspector 
came round the extra families would climb down 
the fire-escape at the back, and would come in 
again after he had gone! That was in New 
York."

The doors of the Home are 
wide open to ali, the only qualification being a 
desire to amend. No particular form of religion 
is taught, but life in the home is distinctly in- 
fluenced by religion. The CJospel is read, hymns 
are sung, and the fundamenta'l doctrihes' of 
Christianity are inculcated. 

" Very quietly and unostentatiously has the 
Army been affording shelter and employment to 
those unliappy women, who, trying to regain 
lost ground, find themselves social Ishmaelites, 
and the success of its kindly efforts is proved 
by the fact that during the last six months 31 
women have been received into the Home and 
tenderly cared for. Of there, 18 have left, 14 
of whom are known to be doing well. Some of 
the women are, in due course, sent out to ser- 
vice, while others are restored .to their friends ; 
but none are sent out unprovided for, except for 
bad conduct. ' Pbrgive and forget,' is the motto 
of the Home."

Seven women-students were killed and seven- 
teen seriously injured as the result of the fire 
at the Walden University for colored people, 
Nashville, Tenn. 

The cruiser Medjidia, built for the Turkish 
Government by the Cramps at Philadelphia, 
had a successful trial trip, sustaining a speed of 
22.28 knots an hour. 

Troops arc to be withdrawn gradually from 
the Cripple Creek and Telluride min'ug districts 
Off Colorado, where .rtrikes and miners have been 
attended by a good deal of lawlessness. 

Mrs, Geneva FJaiherty, of Duluth, wihile on 
her way to her brother's home in M^uston, Wis., 
died on a Northern Pacific train. The coroner's 
verdict was that death was due to starvation and 
exposure. Mrs. Flaherty was accompanied by 
four children, whose ages range from fifteen 
months to ten years. Her husband is in the 
Duluth jail on a charge of non-support, and it 
was while struggling against ill-health and pov- 
erty to provide food for her clhildren that she 
starved herself. 

Senator Morgan says the action of the United 
States regarding Panama is in effect a declara- 
tion of war upon Columbia. 

The typhoid fever death Is; at But'cr, Pa., 
was increased to a total of sixty-nine by three 
more deaths. 

The friars' land, in the Philippines, bough; 
by the Administration for about $7,000,000, will 
be sold to the Filipinos on easy terms. 



British Briefs. 

General Delarey made a speech to the Boer 
prisoners at Admadnager, Ceylon, and succeed- 
ed in persuading all but ten of. them to sign the 
oath of allegiance to Great Britain. General 
Delarey spoke for five hours. These prisoners, 
numbering several hundred, have steadfastly re- 
fused to take the oath of allegiance, and have 
Insisted that they must be treated as prisoners of 
war, since they have not been parties to the peace 
proposals. The authorities have offered them 
all kinds of inducements to take the oath, but 
they have steadfastly refused. 

It seems to be impossible to eradicate cattle 
disease in Rhodesia. 

As a result of the Australian general elections, 
the Labor party, which was largely supported 
by the women voters, holds the balance of power. 

The British expedition which entered Thibet, 
after having crossed the Jelep Pass at 14-380 
feet above the sea level, and reached Riuohang- 
ong, on its way to the Ohumbi Valley, met with 
immense transport difficulties. The cold was 
intense, 36 degrees of frost being registered and 
anthrax broke out among the Napalez bullocks. 
Native Indian troops, British artilly^men, a 
detachment of the Norfolk Regiment, two 
seven-pounders and a machine gun form the 
expedition. 

The grand Llatna of Thibet has returned, un- 
opened, communications from Lord Curzon, 
Viceroy of India, 

International Hems. 

The situation in the far east is not improving, 
but so long as negotiations are not formally 
broken off there is hope of a peaceful settlement. 
Russia insists on full, unrestricted commercial 
freedom in Corea, and the cession of Masampho 
for the protection of the naval line between 
Vladivostok and Port Arthur. Japan, on the 
other hand, demands an absolutely free hand in 
Corea, both politically and commercially. 

Positive annottnccmcnt is made by Parisiap. 
papers that Victor Mercier, one of the directors 
of the .Ministry of Justice, and reporter of the 
Dreyfus Commission, has concluded his report, 
and that it recommends a revision of the case. 

Nine Russian warships arrived at Bizerta, 
Tunis, on their way to far east waters. 

The waters of the Sea of Azof, southern 
Russia, have receded, leaving the seabed ex- 
posed for several versts. 

A German sergeant charged with mistreat- 
ment of soldiers, was sentenced to five years* 
imprisonment. 

It is expected that the powers will agree to 
the proposed establishment of the Cretan system 
of adininistration for Macedonia. 

About 4,000 Jews at Kishineff are asking for 
aid to emigrate to Artrcntina or Canada. They 
want tracts of land to establish colonies. 

It i.s reported that Britain and Holland will 
demand that Panama assume liability for $15,- 
000,000 of the Colombian debt. 

Lieut. Schilling, of the German army, charged 
with cruelty to soldiers, was sentenced to fifteen 
months' imprisonment. 

One group of the Russian Socialists party 
has adopted " terrorizing tactics " against the 
authorities. 

It is announced that rich ^old fields have been 
discovered in the Congo State.

A MEMORABLE SERVICE OF 
SYMPATHY. 

THE GENERAL CONDUCTS .\ MEETING AT THE 

METROPOLITAN TABERMACLE DURING THE 

VISIT OF COMMANDER BOOTH-TUCKER 

TO LONDON. 

A memorable service of sympathy in connec- 
tion with the visit of Commander Bcoth-Tucker 
to London, was recently conducted by the Gen- 
'.ral in the Metropolitan Tabernacle. The Chief 
of the Staff, Mrs. Booth, Commissioner Mrs. 
Booth-Hellberg, Commissioners Howard, Pol- 
lard, and Nicol, and other notables, took part. 
We are told that the brightly-illuminated Taber- 
nacle, flashing with uniform, and unctionized by 
the spirit of the occasion, formed a vision that 
will never be obliterated from the memories of 
those who were privileged to be present. 

The address of Commander Booth-Tucker 
was extremely touching. He was wondrously 
supported by God, and after a lengthy address 
concluded by saying: " I pass on to you, as her 
last message, a few concluding words from 
another of her last lettefs, written but a few 
hours before her death — ' We must all keep onr 
eyes on " The Gates," mustn't wcf I ivanl to. 
I am less in cojiceit with a worldly and fleshly 
life than ever I was, and more in love with the 
Army's standard, and ivith a life that is lived 
for others!.'" 

The General followed the Commander with 
a powerful, as well as intensely sympathetic, 
address, consisting of words of love, consolation, 
and courage for tlie bereaved husband, and the 
devoted officers, whose loss, if not so personal, 
is almost as great. 

" But tlie sorrow," the General explained, 
" that has broker, on mc has overtaken others 
as well, and we are met together to-night to 
express the symoathy we feel for those over 
whom this cloud has hung the lowest." 

"My heart is stirred to its depths," continued 
the General, as he stood up in the lofty rostrum, 
and became the object upon which the eyes, the 
sympathy, and the affection of this magnificent 
audience were focussed. His command'iig and 
venerable figure has seldom been seen to nobler 
advantage ; while the pathos of his great sorrow, 
not less than the impetuosity of his soul, sent 
his words thrillinjj home to cverv heart amongst 
us. 

"This is a family gathering," he-proceeded. 
" To a large extent you are Salvationists — in 
heart if not in name — knit together by the clos- 
est, the tenderest, and the strongest ties that 
can possiblv bind you : the links of Christian 
brotherhood. 

" Far be it from me to suppose that the Salva- 
tion Armv is perfect; no one can .point out its 
imperfections with a clearer finger than T myself. 
Notwithstanding, it is in many respects remark- 
ably one. We are one in spirit ; we have the 
Holv Ghost, and we are children of the one 
Father. One in affection : we love God and we 
love each other. One in our warfare: we love 
the poor sinners and seA to save .them. One 
in our humanity: we pity suffering and delight 
to remove it. One in our vraifaie liere. an(i 
we expect to live logcllicr In the skies for ever- 
more. 

" A common sorrow has brought us together. 
I need not mention it — von all know about it ; 
niore than I know myself. It has been brought 
vividly before you 'to-night by the precious 
countenance and the firm words of the dear 
Commander and the beautiful song of the dar- 
ling, motherless child. 

" The blow, as you all know, has fal'eii very 
heavily upon my own heart. So sudden, .5I1 
unexpected, so contrary to my plans, so agoniz- 
ing to my feelings, and' so onwsed did it appear 
to the best interests of the Kingdom, that when 
the thonght of such a separation occasionallv 
crossed my mind it was dismissed as being ini- 
pcjssible. And yet the blow has fallen upon mc : 
and I confess that, to iny father's heart, it has 
been one of the greatest sorrows of my life." 

The service, at which 3,000 people were ga- 
thered, was closed with a great consecration 
covenant, which the General read with impres- 
sive deliberation and meaning, and was sealed 
by the Hdy Spirit. 
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Notes on Genesis. 

Cliapter XXXV. 
Jacob Again at Bethel. 

Jacob's life of late had been full of anxieties 
and troubles, and he seems to scarcely know 
where to settle down, when God again speaks 
to him. Once more he is commanded to go to 
Bethel— the house of God. This is sugg:estive 
of God's command to all who are weighed down 
with cares and anxieties. Surely this is the 
best method of dealing with those things that 
burden us. 

" Oh, what peace we often forfeit, 
Oh, what needless pain we bear. 
All beeause we do not carry 
Everything to God in prayer." 

" The fear of Esau had oceasioned Jacob's 
departure from Beersheba; the iear of the 
Canaanites his departure from Shecliem. In 
both cases he went to Bethel — the house of God, 
the gate of heaven. In the former case lie had 
the command of Rebekah, and the blessing and 
charge of Isaac; now he has the command of 
God. He seems to have been slow in fulfiUing 
his vow at Bethel. At Succoth and Shechem 
he tarried many years. Probably the fear of 
Esan still detained him, and he would fain keep 
as remote from .him as practicable. The secular 
cares of his large household and flocks, and the 
interests of his growing sons, had also occupied 
his thoughts, ft was not until the shame and 
troubles of Shechem broke his sense of security, 
and the voice of God called him again, that he 
aroused from .his neglect, put away the idols 
of his household, and proceeded to Bethel." 

Jacob obeyed the voice of God, reminding 
his family as he commands them to prepare, 
that he will .make an altar .unto God, " who an- 
Rwp-^i me in the day of my disiress, and was 
with me in the way which I went." Happy is 
the man who can give a reason for his religion. 
All the awakened memories of God's care are 
to enter into this new place of worship. Then 
God again met with His servant and blessed 
him, because of his obedience. Thirty years 
have passed since God appeared unto Jacob in 
the dream of the ladder — years of hope, of labor, 
of discir>line, of sorrow, and of manifold cares. 
With this revelation his old secular life seems to 
have ended ; he leaves all that to his sons, an<J 
hereafter he appears as the aged saint meditat- 
ing the promises. 

Another shadow now crossed Jacob's path, 
in the death of his wife, Rachel. After th=s he 
pushes on to see his father, Isaac, who is also 
at the point of death. On his decease the two 
brothers — like Isaac and Ishn^iael (chap. xxv. 
29) — come together, both bound by tender af- 
fection for their venerable father, and the un- 
happy incidents of the past are huried in the 
sorrow and sacredness of the present.

IV.— THE PROPHETICAL BOOKS. 

10. — ^The Book of Micah. 
Micah (Who is like unto Jehovah) was a 
native of Mareshetli-gath. east of Eleutheropolis. 
He follows the three previous prophets and 
Isaiah (who survived him), reiterating their 
warnings. He died in the days of Hczekiah 
(Jer. xxvi, 18, ig). He is referred to as a 

Crophet by Jeremiah ; his language is' quoted 
y Zephaniah (iii. 19) and Ezekiel (xxii. 27), 
and by our Lord (Matt. x. 35). He depicts the 
ruin of both kingdoms ; portrays the future and 
better destinies of the people ; shows th* mercy 



and justice of God in contrast with the ingrat- 
itude of His people, and foretells the invasions 
of Shalmaneser and Sennacherib, the depression 
of Israel, the cessition of prophecy, the destruc- 
tion of Jerusalem and of Assyria, the birthplace 
of Christ, His divine nature, and the univer- 
sality of His Kingdom. 

According to the superscription, he prophesied 
during the reigns of Jotham, Ahaz, and Hez- 
ekiah, i.e., for a period of about fifty years, 
since Gotham came to the throne B.C. 7,s6 and 
Hezekiah died B.C. 697. Hebrew tradition as- 
serts that he transmitted from Isaiah to Joel, 
Nahum, and Habakkuk, the mysteries of the 
Kabhula. One (prophecy (3-12) belongs to 
ITezekiah's reign, and probably preceded the 
great Passover (Jer. xxvi. 18).

XXIX. INDUSTKY. 

By industry we mean the intelligent, useful, 
and constant employment of all the faculties a 
man possesses, in promoting his own welfare 
and that of those about him. 

Man was made to work. It was intended that 
he should be occupied all the time. It is God's 
intention still. " We commanded you," tlie 
apostle says, "that if any would not work, 
neither should he eat." 

It is connected vvitli your soul's piospefity. 

No circumstances are an excuse for being idle 
or unemploved. A rich man is as much under 
obligation to employ himself in the interest of 
God and of His Kingdom to the utmost of his 
opportunity and time as a poor man. 

Nothing is more despised amongst worldly 
men than idleness, while, on the contrary, to be 
a hard-working, industrious individual is a pass- 
port to the esteem of most people. Yon will 
hear them say: " I don't like that man's Salya- 
tionism, bnt he is a downright hard-working 
man, and that I do admire." 

Some people are naturally more given to work 
than others. Some are born anxious and active. 
To them work is not only a pleasure, but a 
necessity ; they are happier when employed than 
they would be idle. Whereas, others are by 
nature easy-igoing, quiet people, given to taking 
things easy. 

He should, therefore, cultivate a habit of in- 
dnstry, which may be done by attending to the 
following : 

(o) He should never allow him-nelf to be in- 
active. If he has nothing to do for himself, he 
should do something for others. If he has no- 
thing for his hands to be engaged upon, he 
should engage his mind. 

(fc) He should read a verse of his Bible or 
call up to memory some text of Scripture. 

(c) He sholild plan how to bestow some 
benefit on someone, or he can always en^ge his 
soul in prayer. 

When time and energies are spent upon work 
that is useless, or actually injurious to others, 
that cannot be called good industry. 

Industry is favorable to perseverance in holi- 
ness. It has been said that idle men do not need 
the devil to tempt them — they tempt themselves. 

Industry is a good help in sorrow. In the 
midst of -afflictions, bereavements, and persecu- 
tions, hard work will ever be a great help and 
comfort to the soul. 

The 'industrioiis Salvation Soldier presents a 
good example to those about htm, while an idle 
man will be universally despised.

" The chain is broken, and God's purpose is 
thwarted," is the derisive verdict we seem to 
hear in the jibe uttered by tue rabble — " Hs 
saved others, Himself He cannot save!" How 
often have men and devils made the mistake of 
taking seeming defeat for actual conquest. The 
daikest moment, and when all seemed lost, was 
but the prelude to a shout of victory that would 
cause fiends to tremble; and fill earth and heaven 
with rejoicing. 

The three years of public ministry, the fruits 
of which baffled His enemies, but which had 
been so beneficent to the poor, and the halt, and 
the maimed, are finished.

Then 
the apostles swelled it out — the martyrs sang it 
loud and strong — the redeemed all down the 
ages have rolled it on and on, until the song of 
redemption which echoes through all the world 
to-day is that which struck the key-note of vic- 
tory over sin and death on Calvary's height two 
thousand years ago. Hallelujah i 

The Resurrection. 

" This must not be known, it must be hushed 
up at any nrice," was the excited reply of the 
Sanhedrim, the murderers of Jesus, to the sol- 
diers who came and reported the mighty hap- 
penings of that most wonderful morning In all 
history. The hypocritical priests stroked their 
beards fiercely, betraying the anxiety and dismay 
that filled their hearts. 

" How much money remains in the exchequ- 
er?" someone enouires, for it cost the highest 
religious court In the world a fabulous snm of 
money to kill the greatest man in the world. The 
spies who had tracked and hounded Htm all 
through the country had demanded large fees. 
Then Judas Iscariot's conscience cost a good 
deal more than the thirty pieces of silver, while 
the moral convictions of a host of false wit- 
nesses at the trial had cost a great sum. 

Still, these men must be bought over, even if 
some of the treasures of the temple were to be 
mortgaged to provide the means. So " they 
gave the. soldiers large sums of money, saying, 
' Say ye. His disciples came by night, and ."itoTe 
Him away while we slept.' " 

But the ruse failed, and in spite of the oij- 
position of devils, and the intrigues of men, it 
was soon known that the Man who was acknow- 
ledged by many as the Son of God had proven 
Himself a victor over death and the grave. 

How many efforts have been made by sceptics, 
and the enemies of true religion, to undermine 
the great fact of the Resurrection — ^the most 
wotiderful and the most important fact in the 
world's history,. But it is so well attested by 
actual witne$ses and contemporary history — and 
Jewish at that — as that no doubt can be siic'cess- 
fully impugned upon it. The nameof the abtual 



Caesar who reigned upon the throne at Rome at 
the tiine itf not even as well sustained as the fact 
of Christ's glorious triumph over the tomb. 

This is important. For if the resurrection is 
a proven fact, then religion — Christ's religion — 
is a glorious fact, and thereby imposes a tre- 
mendous responsibility upon everyone who ac- 
cepts the Bible as true. To millions no argfu- 
ment is needed to convince them of the truth, for 
the Christ who has risen in their hearts with 
healing and power, is the conclusive evidence 
afforded all who believe. 

Glorious fact! This alone made possible the 
lives which the disciples lived, in suffering daily 
in witnessing to its truth and meaning, endur- 
ing tests of supreme pain and torture, and 
suffering fearful physical deaths rather than deny 
it. Thlswas perpetuated by millions of martyrs 
of the first and second centuries, who had every 
opportunity of knowing whether the statement 
was true or false. The suffering, the faithful- 
ness, the works, and the fruits of the iabors of 
the early church cannot be accounted for apart 
from the life and the resurrection of the Christ. 
Nor can the continuous results of Christianity 
as the mightiast influence in the world to-day 
be accounted for by any other means. 

"Up from the grave He arose 
With a mighty triumph o'er Ris foes._ 
He arose a victor from the dark domain, 
And He lives for ever with His saints to reign. 
He arose! He arose I 
Hallelujah! Christ arose 1" 

Ascension and Descension. 

The last time that Jesus — in physical form, 
at least — will be manifest to His disciples has 
come. They scarcely expected that as they 
gathered for prayer and council in that upper 
chamber this particular evening such a signifi- 
cant even was so soon to take place. 

He had not ascended to heaven immediately 
after His resurrection, for, as He had to educate 
and prepare the disciples for the event of His 
death, so now He has to adopt the same method 
in order that they shall be prepared for the ful- 
filment of the final link in the great plan of re- 
demption. An impelling force was not alone 
sufficient for the great work with which they 
were to be entrusted, or if it were, their own 
inward feelings and waverings would have limit- 
ed its power. Hence there was a work of pre- 
paration and regeneration to take place before 
that "enduement of power" could be bestowed. 

Now, as He has remained sufficiently long to 
convince them of His divine origin and purpose 
by fulfilling thus far the things He had spoken 
to them of from the beginning, He suddenly 
appears in their midst to give final instructions, 
and to prepare liietn for the culminating point 
of His earthly ministry. 

" Why are ye troubled?" He enquires, as they 
seem to startle at His presence, which indicates 
that their faith was still weak. "Then opened 
He their understanding that they mig^t under- 
stand the Scriptures, and said unto them, ' Tlius 
it Is written, and thus it behoved Christ to suffer, 
and to rise from the dead, the third day, and 
that repentance and remission of sins should be 
preached in His name among all nations, be- 
ginning at Jerusalem, and. ye are witnesses of 
these things.'" 

-Then commenced that ■ last wonderful 
and sacred journey of two miles, to 
Bethany. How full of incident • was 
every step of the way I What marvelous 
things had happened in the six weeks since the 
valley into which they now descended had vi- 
brated with the shouts of the excited multitude 
who cried : " Hosanna ! Hosanna 1" How im- 
possible it seemed that almost within hearing of 
the same spot less than a week later the same air 
had trembled with the malignant yell of murder- 
ous rejection: "Away with Him! Crucify 
Him!" But Jesus did not give. more than pass- 
ing notice, if that, to the past. 'Their well-being, 
their future, their equipment for perpetuating 
the mighty enterprise He^hid befgun, absorbed' 
His attention. ■ .■ 



"Now, beloved,"- we imagine Him to have 
said, " you see by the propfhecies and the won- 
derful fulfilment of them, that I have performed 
My Father's will and purpose. I have told you 
what you have to do, and of the reward that 
awaits you in the home that I go to prepare for 
you;" 

Eagerly they listened to every word He spoke, 
and the great plan became clearer to their minds. 
While they are absorbed, and their souls are 
aroused with new hope and enthusiasm, they 
are startled by a' mighty illmnination, and He 
utters His final command — " And behold I send 
the. promise of My Father upon you; but tarry 
ye in the city of Jerusalem until ye be endued 
with power from on high." 

Then for the last time — how sacredly solemn 
—He lays His hands upon them and blesses 
them, and then He rises gradually from their 
midst, and passes into the opening heavens, with 
His hands still extended and downward, so that 
their last glimpse beheld His real attitude to- 
wards His children — that of blessing. 

The loss of His presence at Calvary had filled 
them with doubt, and gloom, and discourage- 
ment, and fear ; but His_ departure into heaven 
filled them with abounding joy, for they now 
understood that He had a purpose, and that He 
was able to perform it. 

The clear midnight air carried the echoes of 
their singing across the mountain crest and down 
into the valley below, as they retraced their steps 
to the " upper room " in the city. They remem- 
bered His promise, and knew He would fulfil it. 
Time was not a factor in this transaction, where 
God was to bestow that qualification without 
which they knew they could not fulfil the great 
mission He — whom they loved so much — had 
entrusted to them. That prayer meeting was 
not the cut-and-dried, conventional, time-limited 
affair that is to be too often associated with that 
term in these days. How they waited — how 
they held on day after dav — how they put God 
to the test — aye, and how they triumphed ! When 
the work of preparation was completed, and 
they were made fit temples for the indwelling 
of the promised Comforter, then the cloven 
tongues of fire descended, and they realized that 
a new and mighty power had permeated their 
natures, and God, the Holy Ghost, had ascended 
the throne of each heart. 

The first public gathering in the new era man- 
ifested the great things that had taken place, for 
three thousand consciences were pricked — and 
three thousand souls won for God, 

Then followed those- years of glorious service, 
the results of which astonished hell, and glad- 
dened heaven. A few years later this received 
further impetus from Paul, who carried the 
transforming power into the provinces, and then 
into Europe. His converts rolled it on, and 
right down througji succeeding generations 
the hidden majestic force — which none can see, 
but whose effeots became more startling every 
day — which is producing mighty transforma- 
tions in the remotest corners of the cai^th, is fast 
making the kingdoms of this world the kingdom 
of our Christ for ever.

Here the complete chain penetrates the vista 
of the future as does the first that of the past. 
But it has neither beginning nor ending. What 
greater evidence of a ruling Pro-.'idence, and a 
God full of compassion, could be asked than 
the existence of these miglity links? If Christ- 
mas has been largely a meaningless festival, ami 
but a season of mere sensual enjoyment to any 
who read these lines, surely you have biit to 
ponder the meaning of this chain, and the un- 
fathomable love of the Heart that desigfned it, 
to cause ail that is noblest and best in you to 
arise and adore Him — whose coming should 
mean so much to you personally — as that your 
voice shall echo the deep joy and worship of 
your soul, and you find yourself absorbed in the 
praise and harmony of the angelic chorus— 

" Glory to God in the highest ; and on eartli 
peace, goodwill to men I"

conscience, a peaceful mind, a warm heart, and 
the blessedly-tangible companionship of Jesus 
Christ along the ipath that looflcs otherwise 
thorny and plain.

War on Objectionable 9'oaen, 

For some years efforts have been made in 
many cities to enact and enforce legislation 
against the posiing of indecent theatrical bills, 
which have been oflEensive to every clean-minded 
person. With much reason this agitation has 
recently also included posttrs depicting scenes 
of violence and crime, as these bills and dime 
novels are chiefly responsible for setting up false 
ideals of heroes in the youthful reader, and is 
directly responsible for the increase of youthful 
criminals. We hail with satisfaction the new 
custom regiuadon which has been amended -so 
that all objectionable posters can be prohibiied 
altogether from entering the Dominion. 

Item 636 of Schedule C of the Customs Tariit 
Act includes in the list of prohibited good.=! 
" books, printed paper, drawings, paintings, 
prints, photographs, or representations of snv 
kind of a treasonable, or seditious, or 01 an 
immoral, or indecent character." 

The amendment to the Customs Tariff Act, 
assented to on Oct. 24th last, includes the fol- 
lowing: 

Item 636 in Schedule C of the Customs Tariff 
Act is amended by adding at the end thereof 
tiis following words : " Also pwsters and hand- 
bills dq>ictin^ scenes of crime or violeace." 

Now it wiU only be possible to put up " made 
in Canada" posters of this nature, or such as 
may be brought in other than through the Cus- 
Ic— is Office, but even these can be jjrohibited by 
a city by-law, which can be passed nnder an Act 
passed by the legislature. 

We are still more pleased to note that the 
Act has been already enforced with good effect 
la a. number of instancesL

OMRADES AND FRIENDS —How in- 
teresting a new beginning always is ! 
VVJie:her it be of a world or a tree, a river 
or a road, a house or a city, a man or a nation 
— the beginning of things has a diarni and an 
attraction al! its ov.-n. 

I remember the last time I sailed through the 
Red Sea, with its strange surroundings, how my 
thoughts wandered away to the humble bcgn- 
nings of God's ancient people — the Jews. All 
around me were reminders of the mighty land 
of Egypt, the home of the Pharaohs. A few 
miles across the sandy plains stand the great 
Pyramids, silent testimonies to the grandeur that 
has now passed away. The Quails, descendants 
of similar creatures as those on which the Israel- 
ites fed in the wilderness so many thousands 
■qi years ago, were there, massed in such multi- 
tudes against the skyline as to present the ap- 
pearance of walls of iglisteninqf ice, while here 
and there the Arab sons of Ishmael stood in 
stolid indifference, watching the great ship 
pass. 

The Beginning of a Nation. 

Lodking back, in imagination, [Over the years 
that have since rolled by, I sec again the flowing 
Nile, and the Royal Princess gazing with tender 
sympathy on the weeping Moses in his bulrush 
cradle, while his mother, with palpitating heart, 
watches the result of her ingcnius stratagem for 
the preservation of her darling boy. And then 
I watch, with growing interest, 'the progress of 
the future prophet, as lie passes on from infancy 
to childhood, and from youth to manhood, until 
he stands, expectant under the gilded wings of 
royalty on the steps of the migihtiest throne the 
world contains. 

And then I see the sons and daughters of 
Abraham groaning beneath the weight of their 
burdens, despised by their cruel taskmasters, a 
multitude of helpless slaves without a leader lo 
voice their miseries or attempt their deliverance. 

God Sees. 

But God is looking down upon them with His 
great compassion. He has set His heart, not 
only on effecting their freedom, hut on moulding 
them into a nation that shall worthily represent 
Him to the world, make known His mind and 
character to .its inhabitants, and that shall last 
as long as the sun and moon endure. 

For tihe leadership of this stupendous under- 
taking, Moses was selected hy Jehovah. E^it 
before he can fill this position and discharge 
this duty he must come down from his exalted 
place in the world and live a humble and lowly 
life. To him God seems to say, " I want to make 
vou the founder of a great nation, but I can do 
nothing with you up there among all that luxury 
and pomp. My plan is to begin at tlie foot of 
the ladder. I do not make saviours out of 
Pharaohs ; shepherds are better snited to my 
purpose." 

So Moses has to come down from his high 
estate, and sojourn in the wilderness, and when 
qualifirid by hardship and pov^rtVi God made 
him the leader in the visitation, but of which 
came the Jewish nation. How great the nation 
was when in its glory that came about in thi"; 
humble fashion, we do not appreciate, because 
we do not know; and how mighty it is yet 
destined to become, we Mntiot measure, because 
we do not foresee. 

Another Beginning. 

TJien, when that nation proved unfaithful to 
its mission, and forsook the service of the King 
of 'kings, He cast it aside, as has ever been His 
usage, and made another. Defeated, He does 
not abandon His purpose; He begins again. 

The birthplace of another beginning is not 
very far away from the scene of the former. 
If we travel only some hundred miles, as the 
erow flies, across the sandy plains, we come to 
the little village of Bethleiheni — wonderfully fas- 
cinating spotT There, two thousand years ago, 
to atf insignificant group of shepherds, watcliing 
theJT flocks by night, the heavenly^ hosts an- 
nounced tiie oppiing eyspt, As I strain my eyes, 



I can even now in imaginafcion catcli the shim- 
mer of the angels' snf>w-\v:hite wings, and as I 
strain my ear, I hear the dyimg echo of their 
celestial song, as they chant " Glory to God in 
the highest, peace on earth, good will to men." 

And as those angels announced, so it came 
to pass, for in that unknown village, crowded 
out of the public inn into a common stable, in 
poverty and obscurity, was the beginning of the 
Kingdom that was yet to fill the world with the 
glory of Jehovah, to people heaven with happy 
inJiabitants, and to last for evermore. 

Other Beginnings. 

There have been other beginnings since then. 
When God's Kingdom has seemed to be on the 
verge of destruction, and the cause of truth 
and righteousness has seemed to come -to its last 
gasp ; when darkness has overspread the lower- 
ing skies, and devils have anticipated their final 
triumph, God has ever been in the habit of be- 
ginning again. But it has always, or almost 
alv/ay.s, heen on the shepherd, and village, and 
stable, and manger plan. 

Was it not so, my comrades, with the Salva- 
tion Army? Its commencement was not with 
the flourish of trumpets, the booming of guns, 
the benediction of high-placed dignitaries, or the 
patronage of the great ones of the earth. Your 
General had to go down to thefoot of the ladder 
and begin like Moses, with the poorest of the 
poor, and the lowest of the low. On that hum- 
ble level, following in his Master's footsteps, he 
trod the winepress of sin and sorrow and shame 
alone; the rich and the noble, both in church 
and state, in complete indifference, if not in ab- 
solute contempt passing him by on the other 
side. 

A New People. 

It was a long and weary struggle, but Jeho- 
vah, tile f>Te?,f " I A.M " of Moses, and the God 
and Father of our Lord Jesus Christ, was with 
him. It was the day of small and feeble thiags, 
that is, it Tvas Bethlehem, with its stable and 
manger dispensation over again. But out of this 
humble beginning God is making a new people 
whose influence has already reached to the ends 
of the earth, and whose power to bless anil 
whose numbers to serve must go on advancing 
till time shall be no more. 

Then, when I look and think on these things, 
my mind wanders away to other lands, and 
dwells with thanksgiving and gratitude on sim- 
ilar Salvation Army doings, each commenced 
after this Bethlehem fashion. And then it falls 
upon what appears to uk to be other works and 
wonders no less remarkable in character, that 
is, the beginning of the Kingdom of Heaven in 
the hearts of many of my own dear people. 

Personal Beginnings. 

My comrades, while yoti read these lines, docs 
your mind go back to those early-day begin- 
nings? Who and what were you then in your- 
self? Who could conceive that any notable 
destiny or any influerttial positioii lay before yon? 
Neither you nor yours .either believed in the 
former or expected ihe lalt-er. You were even 
as a shepherd. Yours was the Bethlehem, 
.stable, and manger life; and, so far as you see 
or believe, it was not likely ever to be anything 
more. 

But behold to what, and v/hat you have al- 
ready attained ! What a wonderful assurance 
of being a son of Jeliovah has possession of 
your innermost soul, and what an exalted posi- 
tion you occupy as an ambassador of Christ and 
a messenger of the most high God. Well may 
you exclaim in grateful wonder and praise, 
" What hath &>d wiought 1" 

More Beginnings. 

But I have not done. Mv mind still wanders 
anxiously to and fro. There is someone else for 
whom I have a message. Who is that someone? 
My friend, here you are; I want to speak to 
you. 

You have oril^ just come from the meircy seat ; 
light has only just dawned oil your darkened 



spirit, and the first words of peace are still 
sounding in your soul ; anyway, you have only 
just crossed the threshold of the Kingdom, and 
just been sworn-in under the Yellow, Red, and 
Blue, and yet your soul is already moved by an 
unutterable desire, a beaming hope and an ir- 
repressible imDulse to do something worthy of 
yourself, worthy of your General, worthy of 
your Lord, But you are checked, held back by 
an inward whisper bom of your own shrinking 
nature, and which timidly asks, " Who am I, or 
what my father's house, that I should be of any 
service to the poor sinning, suffering world ?" 

Let me answer that enquiry. True, oh true, 
beyond all question, true ; but, my brother, my 
sister, do not desoair. Look up, look beyond 
the present hour. You have only arrived at 
Bethlehem as yet. This is the village, the stable, 
the manger dispensation. Don't lose heart. The 
angels are still simging. Can you not hear the 
anthem? The burden of the song is Ihe sam; 
as they sang on the Bethlehem Christmas morn- 
ing. Great things, even the g'lory of the highest 
God, and the salvation of the lowest men are 
still coming out of the poorest means, and most 
despised circumstances, even as Ihey were two 
thousand years ago. Look up, be not afraid. 
Who can tell what part you have to play in the 
realization of these wonderful things? 

New Beginnings. 

But new beginnings are jW/' needed. God 
only knows how great are the necessities of to- 
day. A successful career, either of an individ- 
ual, a brigade, a corps, a division, a province, 
a territory, or an entire Army, is made up of 
repeated " New Beginnings." 

Can you not make this New Year festival 
the occasion for a new start ? You see the need 
in many directions, and, as I have said, I am 
sure God does. Come along and dash out. As 
our dear Lord made a new beg'nning by leaving 
His heaven and coming down into our poor 
desolate world, let us go out further and go 
down deeper than ever we have done before, 
and let us go out, and go down to win. 

Some of you have excused yourselves from 
attempting new beginnings in the past on the 
ground of diificuities.

So 
look up, niy eoJiirades, and begin again, not oniy 
casting from you all fear of Bethlehem hard- 
ships, Herod persecutions. Wilderness tenipta- 
tions, Gethsemane agonies, and even the shame 
and suffering and dying of the cros.i. 
Once More. 

Then there is another " New Beginning," 
more glorious and wonderful than all that have 
gone before, for every faithful soldier of Jesus 
Christ. The beginning of the enjoyment of the 
celestial inheritance. But it can only be reached 
after the same fashion. The road to it leads 
through a dark and lonely valley, and dark and 
lonely that valley is. 

There is the mortal disease — the darkenerl 
cliamber — the painful parting — the last struggle 
— -the mournful funeral — the deep, cold grave — 
and the weeping and wailing of "the broken 
hearts that stand by its side. 

The infidel world loudly says, and our poor 
trcmbliii.g hearts sometimes whisper in harmony 
with it, " What pood can nossibly come out of 
all this ?" Put all thought of It away, live as 
if it were not, and fight against it when it draws 
nigh. 

And yet here again we have the same prin- 
ciple at work, for does not tWs valley of the 
shadow lead to the pearly gates, the jasper walls, 
the golden streets, the sea of light, the tree of 
life, the blood-washed friends who have ^one 
before the throne of God, and all the infinitely 
blessed enjoyments and employments of our 
everlasting heaven ? 

It is, as I have said, the old principle over 
again. It is by the Bethlehem stable and manger 
track that we reach our eternal Home. Be- 
ginning at the cross we travel to the crown. 

Comrades and friends, I aend you my New 
Year blessing.

Mrs. Brigadier Southall gave some interesting 
information of the Women's Social Work in 
Canada, and the recent developments and ex- 
tensions that were being made.

It la 
Ittdecd an iDQatniuatlon of tbc smooth iiteiu^jranc n-blcb lines the 
Joints, called the i^nuTlal mL'mbrane, At Iho eamt iln\a it may 
i^xtetid to other parts of the \ntdy ccmialiilug lli^e Hiimt^ uiumbraiiL^, 
oBpecIally the heart. So lacie as Lhft iIIbcbiic la conQiieil to the 
joints tC la not liiim^dlntely dacii^oroua \ the peril to life coii- 
BlBta lu the puuslblUCy Chat th? InQaminaltui] may extend to tlir 
^L'&rt, in which caee there often results aerolua difficulty, \\-hlcu 
may cause immodlato dealb, or may result In permaui^nt disease 
of the heart. Furhaps tbe majority of eases of so-callGd organic 
hear^dlscast; orlslnate Id attacka of acnte rheuuiatlas. 

Symptoms. — Acute rh^nuiatMrn usnally bi-flua with a sudden 
attack, which may occur Id tho night, In Eome cases the maul- 
festatlon or local dlfflcolty^lbat is, pain In the: Jolate — may be 
preceded for a few hours or days Iqr mori; or leaa fever. In 
moei imtUQ^-efl. lioivever, the fever aud the local pajq beslu at 
or about tbe eame time ; It mny (ndecd happt>ji that the B(iKui.'ad 
In th^ joints Is fcU iftv uomD time before tbe fcTer beglOB^ 

Tho eonimencemeDt of the dlauaae cunslsta In painful awelHo^ 
In one or more jolnba, the Bkin around wbEch is rod and tender, 
tiie intouBtty of the pain varies, bm Iu tij^>6t cA,Ci) )t Ifl QU te 
aevere, and becomes agoi^lzing upon mirremeLits nf tbe Iiidjmi-J 
JotnlB. Perfeet quiet Is therefore rognlalte aa one of thi; eaai^n- 
tJals for dlmiaishlng pain. Presaurc, too, orer the Joints Is ex- 
tremely painful, 80 that ctl-ii tbe welebl of the b'^d-clollies Is it 
tlmea Insupportable. Those joints ivbicb are not ccrered by the 
muflcle^— thL* kuee, writit, elbuw, and niikle, i:or cxamplo— ex- 
hibit considerable awelllag ; nlille othiTa, such as the abi}u]dcr, 
and hip, may bi> equally affected and i.'ciually paliifol, bur show 
ouly ellfht awelllug. In some caee>i Bevcral Joints become lu- 
domed at the fianie time, ur in rapid BUceeasIuD, In others th4 
inflammation uaually Tcm&lns limited to one Joint for Bomc time 
befort^ Bpreading to otbers ; it rarely happens that the Intiam- 
matlon is permanently limited to a single joint, slnee aeTeral 
joints are aueceasively attacked, and various ones may be suIEer- 
iag from the ludammatlou At the same time'; In severe eaaea 
it ficcma aa If nearly all tbe Jolnta of the ijody are ItiTadcd by 
the dlHase during Ita eonrae. It is a alngulur feature In thu 
disease tLat the conrcdpotidlng joints oti the Iwd sides of tho 
body, both ksees, or both clbon-Sf for iDBtanco, are almnltant^ou^ily 
affected* I'hc relative liability of the different JoJnia to ibe 
dlBeaae appear to be, llrat the knet*, ibcn the ankle, wrisi^ 
ta^oulder, elbow, hip, e^nd fingers. 

Acute rheumatism la always associated nltb mora or U's feY^T, 
and Is heuce often called rbeomatle fevi^r. The appetite Id 
JjDpalri'd or lust, thos-a Jfi grvat (hitat; t5»e tongue- is thiekly 
COfttedi the bo^'els uaucUy coofitlpatcd. A spc-cJal feature Is tht> 
profuse sweating which occuh, cspeelniiy at ntght ; tbe ver- 
Bpiratlun evoivcH a sour odor. The mind la asniafly Impaired, 
unless thL' mcmlit^ned or chp hrain become liiTolred In the In- 
□ammatlou. The patient's strengUi is usually welt prcscrvtid, 
:il& dtlct BUffcrlES consisting In Ibu paiu In the joints. 

Altbongh the local Inllammatlon In tbe jolntd may rwuU in 
some peftuaDeiit stlftucsB ur dcformStyi 3'?t tike cblef danger from 
tbe disease occura, as has been stated, from the pos^iiiic com- 
pUeatlon in the hoert, fur the hi'a.rE ]3 lln*^^ b/ a mL-iubnine aol:i' 
similar to that of the Juiuts, and is covered over tvltb anotbCv' 
such memhrauL* ; either ona or both of tliese may l>ecuin,^> thL> 
Bcat of the Inllammatory proccsa, a ^complication whleh may oecur 
at any time In the courao of the disease, tLaugh moat frv>qU(.'utly 
In tbe flrat half. 

Csuu,— The popular Ides attributes rheumatlem [o exposurL' 
to cold. There may be, and doubtless l», su^me truih In thtr Id^j 
tbet sucli fixpoaure proinntea tbe development of the disease. 3fsc 
It la none the leas certain thai there la a ci'rtaln predi-pvaltlon 
to U i that the dlseasQ runs In certain families only aa a role. 
An Individual in whose family rhenmjitiam iia^i uot occurred jjjay» 
It la true. In tbe course of time develop the diacase ; bet the 
majority of InatODCca occur in people who have a bercdltary 
tendency to It. This is Indicated by thu oeCutreuCe Of rheu- 
matism In childhood, and by the repetition of tbe disease In the 
Bsmto LndlTldnal. Age, too, BceJlls to bare a decided effect upon 
tbe auBCc-ntlhlllty to tbe disease ; for It rarely ulmiufs. even 
among tho»e who have a conacltuttonal tendency to It, under the 
age of fifteen years — tho great msjorlty of cases occurring be- 
tween the^ agea c>f fifteen and thirty yeans. Jt la very rare to 
find an Individual more than thirty yenrs cl^ -^ha io sufftUs 
from Uie iliflt attack of Ihe dlaease. Bcuce it appears Lbai. tbe 
liability to acute rbeuuiuliatn dccreaaes after tht^ age, and 
bceomea ver^ slight af tet flli^ yt^ara of Age. 

Treatmeut*— Until a few years ag^r, the treatment at scute 
rbenmatlam was not entirely eatls£actory» aa woa proven by the 
fact that many methods were In use. The best rasnlta bad th-en 
obtained by the use of alkalies, ^^Ith or without coloblcum. A 
formula frequently navd n-as the faUowlii; : 

Carbonate of potafisiUD), nitrate of potassium, each tn-o and 
a-balf drachms ; water, i^l^ht ouuiies, Hiawive and take a table- 
spooufol three tlmaa a. day. 

Much value seemed to bo ol>talned also frum tho oae of lemou 
Juice in water, say a tablespoon f til erery three houia. Yet, 
fliDce I87Q, there has been but little report to these mGasu»<)t 
heeaude meanii Mve iM?t>n found by trhleh thu dUieanu ciin hi 
promptly and efCectirely checked. Under tbe use at atkaiii'!i 
una lemon Juiee, tLir patlunc was uaualEy 111 for two or three 
weeha at leaat, and rnn the rlak of eomplicstliTSS III the Itcarc, 
wbicb might prolong tbc disease IndeflQltely, At pr^-sent, how- 
ever, wo arc enabled to cut short acute rheumatLam ULmally 
within three day4, aoinetlmes witbln twenty-four honrs ; and 
tiat tlic icuBt -calualilD feature u£ Uiia treatmcut is the avoidancii 
of the heart complications, which often prore tbe uiixit serlona 
TcHturQ af tLie ^niUa illncgg. The iiiL-.aduro i-aploytd fur tVitd 
purpose la Ihu use of salicylic acid, or some uf its compounds. 
Tbe best form for general use will bo the compciuud of the aoid 
known as the salicylate of sodium, which la leaa disagreeable and 
more esalJy ddmlnistei-fd tban Utc acid ItneU. Fprbapa the best 
way to take It Is In jntvder. teu ffrftisa of wMcb mar be tuken 
every two liotiirs until elx dusea have been swallowed. It may 
then 'be desirable to dlseontlnuQ the dra^ for six Jioura. If, at 
the end of this time, tbe symptoms uf tbc dlsensft bave not 
materially tsuiialded, tho powder may be administered In the 
namo- way aud q.uan'.U> lur auoiber LWt^lve hourii. In the major- 
ity of instaneee the remedy works like a charm, capcclnUy if It 
be admluiat^red early lu the disease before complicatlotis have 
arlAeu lu other strncturca than the jolmfl. The tevec sulfides* 
the joiuta are less sore^ and itot at all painful, tbe apiietlt-a re 
tuniVi and not Infrequently the patient who, a day prsTlonslj, 
was writhing In agony upon tbe slljjhiest moTpment, tlusbod and 
feverish, rlsoj from bis bod and walks without pain. It must be 
said that this result; csut:ot always be depcuded upon. If the 
caso bas already lasted one or two weeks, the dnig does not 
always act so promptly nor no eBlclently, though eveu then It la 
usually the tiest treatment that can bo employed. Then again, 
there are cases lu whleh the dlaease is not very acute or painful, 
In wblch the swelling of the joInt« ia moderate and the fever 
Blight. The»c cases are apt to be especially c^tftinate, and to 
reelflt the action of sallcyUc add. It Is impusslble to :.ay In 
advance which of tbe cases will yield, and wbich will resist tbis 
drug -altbousb one may feel sure of tho caHa la waiRb tJie fevei- 
1« hiab. and be somewhat doubtful In regard to thuso iu wWc'j 
the fever Js v^ry moderate* Yet la erery case we should begin 
the treatment— and the eatller the 'betteiy^wiUi the salicylic 
seld If tbts drug be eOlclont tn controlling the eaaer the fact 
wUl be evident within three days^ at the outside, in the raptd 
dlmLnutlon oi the pain, Bwelllng, and f^ver. If, at tho cud of 
three daw, there be no cTidence of Improvement, It will be wlsa 
to reEKRt ttt alkalies, .as In the formula above. fflveoj And the 
lemon Jcleo, , . , . a, .1 ., . . 

Local treatment may also be used for ibe awolIcD joints ; 
these may be enveloped In flannel or cotton wool, wblcb maj be 
eurrounded with oiled silk. Or the swollen Joints maj be 
vrspped a? tn elotb Hturated with cblondorm Unamaut, h It 



chloroform liniment. The choice of measure^ moy be left largely 
to the selection of the patient, aince some Ind.Tlduals prefer one 
■and some another of these local apiiljostlons. In employing tho 
friction, the preasure must ha at first, of course, extremely light, 
to avoid giving pain ; thiragli muny times the force emplDjed 
can be gradually Increased n^lth comfort to the patient until tb? 
attendant may i:^ as much presdure aa he con conveniently 
employ- A method which bas b^n recently much employed 
conslBtfl In the application of dy-'bllsters to the affected Joints, 
permitting them to remain until some blistering occurs. This 
plan doQbtlesA rellcTsa temporarily t^e 7^t!n In tho partlcolut 
Joint ivhJeb Is blistered, but eecms to have no effect upon the 
progress, or course oC the disease. On the whole, It lo an un- 
desirable measure, Hince the hllstera may aubeequcntiy glvo 
trouble.

BOD, tbu Dauphin ; aud all his grvAt men who iisd m$de bl? 
rclgn so splendid were dying round him, and nobody rising Up 
equal to them. Hia subjceta, too, wore n-om out ; all thch- 
fltrungcat young men had been carried off to be soldieiu, and 
there were not enough left to till the ground properly. Besides, 
thi- iiion?y thfl* iho Kln^ wanted for hl8 wars and buildings iva^ 
far more than they conld pay, and tt waa ihn tradesmen, farm- 
ers, and lawyers who bad to pay 11 ell ; for In France no priest 
and po noble ever paid taxes. Moreover, all the family of a 
noble was considered aa noble for ever, inatcfld ofj f\9 lu Eu£l£ad, 
oDly the head of the house h:mseif ; aitd so all the younger sous 
and their children for evee paid no taxi^s, and "were elluwt-d to be 
of no proreK3lon, but ouly ti> be clergy or soldlera. They wc» 
always the ofUcors, so that a soldier, bowevor clover or brave, 
never could rkc unleau Im viaa u£ ftuod bu'LL. Teoph^ were gi'i:- 
ling very dlacuuteiiLed, and eapcciully when^ Instead of getting 
£■1017, they were always beaten, at ItumlllLca, and Oudenard^-, 
and Slalplaauet ; And IiOUla' buildings aud gardens at Versalllea 
awl Trianun heavily opppcssed tbpm. 

Old As IjOU^ wa^ there was nntnmuJilQ ptide and roaolaclon in 
him, and his steadineisa waa admired even by hta enemies, when 
be eontlnued dnuntlensiy to resist, i-'T^n when there cccmcd littlL- 
to bhider Marlborough and Eugene from marching upon Pnils, 
However, this humilletlon nm aparL'd the proud old Xting by tha 
cbanfe In Quwn Anne's councils, which deprived Marlborough of 
power, end led to a peace at last with iFcnnce. The Archduke 
Charles became limporor after tbe death of ble father and bro- 
ther ; and thus I'hlllp <ft Anjon was aUowed to remain King of 

KveryttiliiKt however, was Gfld and mournful at tbe rrennli 
court. The King kept up all his old slate, but blu strength anj 
spirit wore gone ; aud Madame do Ualiitonon used to say no one 
ttould gticflB what a dreadful thing It was tu bnve to amuse an 
UDamuBBblc King. The brightest pcraon at court wfta ihe yanog 
[DanDhthcaa, Adelaide of SftTor^ wife to the ©uko of Burgundy, 
who waa now Dauphin. She used to play merrily with the King, 
pad POBI him Into cheerrulnesa aa no ona else eoUid ; but ett^ 
wua gldJy and guy, and aomeilmes grieved her husband, He was 
a grave thoughtful man, very pious and religious,, always trying 
lo follow tbe couuclla of Hq dear friend and master, l-Vnclou, 
and thinking anxiously of the load that the kingdom would Im« Iti 
tbe state In which hJft gFondfather would lenvo It. 

But he never had to heat the luad. A dreadful form of 
iHtlliiiiaut measles eamo into the eotift, and tbe DauiiblneHS 
eauEht It and died, tbtiu the sldcat of ber two lUtle eora, and 
lastly the good Dauphin hlmaeU. All were 111 so very few days 
that people talked ibout poldOn ; and no one was left of the 
whole family except the old King and one little great-grandson, 
the Dauphln'a second am. a baby not able to walk alone, ami 
the ILIna^a nephew, l^blllp, Duke lOC .Orleans, tho sou of bis 
S^thlr who was known to t» s very bad and flclflsb man. 

It was a flfld prospect for F«nwj when, a year later, Loul^ 
XIV died, after a reisn ef eevcht/ ye*«, when ho bed been lie 
Kreateat mouarcb In iHurope, and might have been ono of the 
iron/eVt ot mca» Jf ho had only Jtmiwn what true gtoatneea »fl.
